USS Alabama

Alabama students have an opportunity to win cash and a trip by 
displaying their artistic abilities in the USS ALABAMA Insignia Design 
Contest. The U.S. Navy is sponsoring the contest to find a design for its sixth 
Trident submarine presently under construction in Groton, Connecticut. 

The competition, which has been endorsed by Dr. Wayne Teague. State 
Superintendent of Education, is open to all Alabama high school, junior high, 
and univeristy student. Ther:: will be seven regional winners, one from each 
congressional district. Each of these finalists will receive a $100 savings bond 
from a local Chamber of Commerce. along with $100 cash and a trip to the 
battleship USS ALABAMA in Mobile, sponsored by the Alabama Battieship 
Commission. 

Aboard the battleship, in April, a grand prize winner will be selected from 
the seven regional winners. The grand prize will be $200 plus a trip for the 
winner and his or her parents to the new USS ALABAMA commissioning in 
Groton in mid-198S. 

The USS ALABAMA, the new nuclear-powered submarine, will serve as a 
virtually undetectable, undersea platform for twenty-four Trident 
intercontinental ballistic missles, and will be an integral part of this nation’s 
strategic defenses. The submarine, which will be the fifth U.S. Navy ship to 
bear Alabama's proud name, is 560 feet long and weighs 18,750 tons. 

To qualify to win the USS ALABAMA Insignia Design Contest. each entry 
must show the ship's name and Navy identification (SSBN-731). The design 
must be clear, concise, and capable of being reproduced. It should be 
nautical and in good taste with a terse, meaningful slogan in English or Latin 
included. . 

The entry should be in color, but must not include more than five colors 
including black. The design must be easily indentificable with the ship's 
mission, which is to deter aggression by being a virtually undetectable, 
undersea platform for Trident missles. 

Each entry should be submitted on a separate sheet of paper or art board, 
the largest dimension of which is no more than 15 inches. The artwork cannot 
exceed the largest dimension of the paper or artboard, nor be smaller than 
five inches in diameter. 

Each entry must have included on the back the entrant's name, address 
(including county), age, grade, and school. At Zion Chapel this information 
can be obtained from the REBELS News staff or from the Guidance Office.

The ACT processes and report the results as quickly as possible without 
sacrificing accuracy and quality. In about 4 to 5 weeks after the test data your 
ACT assessment report will be sent to your high school along with a report for 
your counselor. At the same time the report will be sent to the college you list 
on your folder. No other part of your results will be released without your 
permission. This report will contain your scores, your composite scores and 
information about your interests, plans, accomplishments and needs. 

Your test score is important to colleges since they provide information 
about your readiness for college level work. Many colleges use the list score 
along with other information on the ACT assessment as a admission process. 

The ACT is given 5 times a year at many different testing centers. Since 3 
dates are in the past only two remain before college entrances next 
September. To take the test March 3, 1984 you must have your form 
postmarked March 2, 1984. And for the June 9, 1984 test, you must have your 
form in by May 11, 1984. : 

No open registration is allowed for this test. A registration folder has to be 
obtained from a high school or other teaching institution. The registration 
folder contains sample questions and questions which you are asked to 
answer to get a breakdown on what you are ready for. 

The ACT centers will make special arrangement of list dates for 
handicapped, people testing outside the fifty United States, military 
personnel and non-Saturday testings. 

The test may be retaken by following instructions as if it were for first 
registration.

ASBESTOS IN SCHOOL SYSTEMS

This year, school systems throughout the state have undergone 
inspections for asbestos. The inspection has been sponsored by a 
governmental institution called Safe State. 

Recently Coffee County Superintendent, Johnny Vaughan announced that 
the inspection has been completed for Coffee county schools and very smal! 
amounts of asbestos were found in comparisons to other school systems. At 
Zion Chapel, the asbestos were found on the boiler, but considerable action 
has been taken to remove it. 

The asbestos was removed by a firm sent by the Coffee County Board of 
Education, and the Alabama Department of Environmental Management. It 
took the crew about 8 hours to remove the asbestos and run a clean air check. 
While being removed, the asbestos could not touch the ground, and had to be 
handled with extreme caution. Also, there were warning signs placed around 
the area where the asbestos was being removed. The situation was handled 
around the area where the asbestos was being removed.

Asbestos can cause a disease called asbestosis. It blocks the lungs with 
thick fibrous tissue. It causes shortness of breath, and in extreme cases, 
swollen fingers and toes. Cancer of the bronchial tubes called bronchogenic 
cancer, apparantly occurs largely among asbestos workers who smoke 
cigarettes.

Burgess Out On Bond 


Awaiting Arraignment 


Walter Burgess, an Alabama 
State Trooper arrested in November 
1983, for murder in connection with 
the shooting death of his 34-year old 
girlfriend; was freed on $50,000 
bond last week from the Houston 
County Jail, in Dothan. 

According to Houston County 
officials, Burgess left the jail at 7:00 
.p-m. on Wednesday, January 25, 
after his parents signed the bond. 

Burgess is scheduled for 
arraignment on Friday, February 3, 
at 9:00 a.m., at the Enterprise 
courthouse. A formal reading of the 
murder indictment will take place at 
the arraignment and Burgess will be 
asked to enter a plea. If an innocent 
plea in entered, the state will begin 
building its case, while a guilty plea 
will leave only formal sentencing. 

Burgess, a State Trooper serving 
Coffee County, was arrested on 
November 30, 1983, shortly after he 
allegedly shot Diana Lewis to death 
at the Humana Hospital.

Severe Damage To 


State Nurseries 


Recent freezing temperatures 
have caused serious damage to the 
Alabama Forestry Commission's 
tree nurseries. Officials estimate 
that approximately 12,639,000 
seedlings have been destroyed in the 
following species: 9,075,000 loblolly 
pine, 1,415,000 longleaf pine, and 
2,149,000 slash pine. 

As a result, the agency will be 
unable to fill all of the orders from 
many Alabama landowners who have 


catastrophe has hit state nurseries, 
and that a similar situation exists at 
private nurseries as well. ‘'The 
Forestry Commission could sustain a 
loss up to $252,780.00,"" says 
Moody. ‘Since we depend on 
seedling sales to sustain a portion of 
our budget, the level of operation for 
the coming year could be seriously 
affected.
